—His new vaflals and dependents received a {pe- 
cimen of that treatment which they were in fu- 
ture to expect, from the firit moment of his arri- 
val at his new abode. 

They had colleéted together in the court of the 
caitle, to celebrate hisapproach. ** Wherefore,” 
faid ine, as he deféended from his Carriage, ‘‘are 
you aflembled here with gloomy f.ces and fable 
habiliments ?—Is, this the welcome you give your 
new lord? I think you might have {pared theie 
trappings of woe for a departed mafter, to wait 
with joy the commands of his fucceffor. An uni- 
verfal iilence fucceeded this ungracious harangue,

The generous mandarine’s humanity did not erd hee, 
for he ordered a prefent of 1171. flerling to Mr Stephenfon, 
100], to Mr Harrifon, 8g), t. Mr Wedderburn, 671. to 
Mr Barlow, and to each Lafcar as much as was reckoned 
equal to their full wages, had the voyage been 
performed in the ufual time; and at their departure gave 
them an order, from the court of Pekin, for carriages, 
dgings, and provifions, thro every diftri@ in their way 
Canton.

LONDON, Sept, 13. 
THE LATE REVOLUTION IN PARIS. 


The blow was firuck between three and four o’clock on 
Monday morning, the 4th ot Sepiember. 

The perfons arrefted are the two Dire@ors, Carnot and 
Barthelemy; between fixy and feventy of the Members of 
the two Councils; and the authors and printers of thirty 
two periodical publications, which had expofed the con- 
dvdt of the Dire€tory as unconftitutional, 

The accufation preferred again thofe perfons is a con- 
{piracy to refine royality; aed the documents on which 
the charge is founded are a variety of papers faid to be 
fouad inthe Port-feuille of M @ Entraignes, On the au- 


thenticity of thefe papers we will make no comment. 
Ihe moft erbitary and onconflitutional meafures have 
heen the immediate refult of this violent explofion, The 


Councils, at the infligation of the Directory, without any 
trial, bave pronounced a fentence of banifhment on 
the accufed Deputies. And the triumvirate make a merit 
of not putting them to death, as it would not be neceilary 
to produce fome proof againft them on their trials; and 
con(equently to fubmait ther documents to the inveftigation 
of Couafel, 

All the Editors and Printers of the pro‘cribed Journals 
have been committed to prifon, preparatory to there trial, 
and the prefs is placed under the fuperintendefice of the 
police. Therefore, all the public intelligence from Paris 
hereafier will come thro the partial channel of the Di- 
yeloria! prefizs. 

FURTHER PARTICULARS. 

The following particulars, refpeéting the late tranfactions 
ia Paris, and which we think will be found extremely ia- 
terefling, are compiled from feveral private letters. 

On the night of the gd September, thc Commiffion of 
lo’pe@tors, with foveral members of both Councils, had 
aliembled in the Hall of the Five Hundred, General 
Moulin at the head of a confiderable detachment, appear- 
ed at the gate of the Ponttournal, which leads into the 
garden of the Thuilicries from the Square of the Revolu- 
tion, and demanded admittauce ; which was refuled by 
Ramel, commander of the guard of the Legiflative body. 
The General immediately ordered two pieces of cannon 
te advance, and the grenadicrs at the fame time declaring 
again Ramel, the gate was opened, and he was arrelled, 
The General then proceeded to the Manege, where he ar- 
refted Pichegru, Bourden de l’Ouie, Rovere, Willot, 
and feveral others. Pichegru and Willot made fome re- 
filance, but were inflantly difermed. During thefe 
tianfaétions, Bathelemy was arrefled in the Direétorial 
palace. But Carnot fucceeded in making his efcape. 

In the mean time, General Angereau having afembled 
the grenadiers of the Legiflative Body at their quarters, 
afked them if they would follow hitn; to which they anf- 
wered YES! They then defired to fee their former com- 
mander, Ra:nel, whom they degraded, by ftripping him 
of his epaulets, and then marched to offer their fervices to 
the DireGory. 

At feven o’clock in the morning of the 4th, the arrefled 
deputies were conveyed in carriages tothe Temple, At 
tweive, in confequence of the advertifement pofted on the 
doors of both Coancils, the Council of Five Hundied af- 
fembled at the Odeon, the ancient French Theatre, near 
the Dire€tory, and the Elders not far from thence. 

The inhabitants of the Fauxbourg St. Antonie, came 
well armed, and offered their fervices to the Dire€tory, and 
both Councils. They were thanked, and invited to 2¢- 
tunto their refpe€tive occupations. On their way 
home, they drew up in the flreet des Francis Bourgron, 
when General Angereau paficd along the line, and was 
received with the loudeit acclamations, They afterwards 
retired very peaceably. 

During the whole day the principal parts of the city 
were occupied by the detaichments which had taken pof- 
feflion of them the night before The fireets, efpecially 
thofe abont the Dire€iory and Councils, were filled with 
va numbers of people, but not the leait outrage was com- 
mitted, and the greateft tranonility prevailed in every 
quarter of the city, 





A canhderable aumber of {words and daggers with hilts 
bait red and lealf black ; feveral packs of cards figned Ro- 
vere, anew drefs for the Deputies, and a chet containing 
40,090 livers, were found in the place where the membe: 
ot the commiflion were ai refted, ‘ 

The charge ageialt Pichegiu is, that he, bribed by the

Men of courage at laft accepted the challenge of 
royalty, They lifted up its gauntlet, and inflantly the he- 
deous tpettre difappeared. Soldicrs of Liberty! remain 
calm in the midft of the ftorm, Liften to the voice of 
your chiefs, and the government which watches for you; 
preferve yourfelves in that impofing attitude which ftrikes 
terror into your enemies both abroad and at home. You
